One of the magazines (73, I think) had an article a couple of years 
ago on a new low current draw chip, the LMC7221, that could be 
configured as a timer. 


I built one of these into my WM-2 wattmeter to turn it off 
automatically after about 10 minutes of use. There is a push button 
and an LED added to the WM-2, so that whenever I push the button, the 
LED lights and the WM-2 is on for about 10 minutes.

It appears that he is not listening on freq., perhaps 
his RIT is messed up. What has happened is that HKOGU was 
blanketed by this incessant calling until HKOGU QSY'd to 
another band about 0245 -- no one could copy him anymore. 

QRO DX types have been trying to raise him ever since (now 
0300). Now, some of those signals should have gotten thru! 
Aha! finally stopped at 0301. 


This was an extremely embarassing and frustrating sitution 
for me.

Someone yesterday mentioned just using the LEDs with built in 
flasher available from RS. Here in the UK these little beasts also 
have built-in current limiting resistors as standard so probably 
worth checking the RS ones. 


Now this makes a GREAT first project with youngsters. Just solder 
the LED onto a 9v battery snap and an instant flashing light. Easy 
to addapt for kids toys and with good supervision the youngster 
can solder his first project (hook 'em young I say) 


We have made 100s (probably into 4 figures by now) of these little 
beasts. A 35mm film canister is just the right size for holding the 
completed assembly (check some 35mm canisters have dimpled 

bases and so a little tight - also battery snaps vary in profile, get 
the lowest profile possible). 


Here's the GOUKB Xmas project: get a label about the size (height, 
circumference of the canister - a little under or overlap is OK) and 
draw a deer face with the nose in the middle. Colour appropriately 
and wrap arround the film canister. Poke hole though nose (hot 

iron, hole punch, craft knife) so it will be a tight fit for the LED. 
Solder LED to battery snap and poke LED through hole from 

inside, making sure bare LED wires can't possibly short (you can 
always insulate if you want to teach good practice). Add battery 
(the case on the battery although metalised is non conductive so 
doesn't short the LED leads (check if you are not sure) inside 
canister and push on top. Twist brown pipecleaners/wire around top 
of canister just under lid to form antlers 


Rudolph the flashing red nose reindeer. 


Apologies for the QRP free content of this note but given the timing 
of the LED flashing thread I thought someone might find this 
appropriate

Hi, Rod, 


You've made a good start on the FAQ. I think most of us would like to see the 
signal to noise ratio here as high as possible. Hopefully new folks will read 
the FAQ and we can get on to more "nuts and bolts" discussions. 


A couple of minor nits to pick: 


You define QRP as 5 watts or less. Most QRP groups nowadays, such as QRP ARCI 
and I believe even the ARRL, define QRP as 5 watts or less CW and 10 watts or 
less SSB PEP. I think most of us will concede that it is easier to make 
contacts at 5 watts using CW than at 10 watts using SSB, so I see no reason to 
go against the mainstream organizations. 


You also state that purists will define QRP = CW, and go on to say that SSB and 
PSK31 are gaining popularity. I was brought into this hobby 17 years ago by a 
QRP SSB fanatic. Sure, he did CW too, and so do I, but SSB has always, so far 
as I know, been a part of QRP. I guess what I am trying to say is that QRP is 
defined by power output, not by mode. 


You also go into the concept of using minimal antennas. OK, my "big" antenna 
is a full size 40m dipole, so I guess I fit in here too. I guess the question 
I am asking is: isn't someone using low power but a full size antenna still 
operating QRP? 


Please don't get me wrong here. I've decided to try the next Spartan Sprint 
using my Mizuho MX-7S(T), and that obviously fits all your definitions (and 
hopefully will get me a decent score in the Skinny division). I think what I 
am trying to say is that it is better to use the broadest generally acceptable 
definition of QRP so that more people (particularly newcomers) feel they 
belong. A narrower definition may fit your operating activities or mine, but 
may not be in our best interest as a hobby within a hobby trying to attract the 
best and brightest. 


Anyway, keep up the good work on this!

Their free demo 
(free if you don't count the cost of downloading a 13 MB file) includes the 
full-featured version of the schematic tool (called SpiceNet) and a limited 
version of the actual simulation engine.

I'm currently taking an analog design class at Harvard Extension; the 
professor, Thomas Hayes, gave a reason for this. If you use only 
microfarads and picofarads, you can pretty much always tell what the 
correct unit is, without any need to specify it in the schematic. 
(You're simply not going to confuse 10uf with 10pf; they're used in very 
different ways in the circuit, and the 10uf is probably going to have a 
polarity marking as well.) If you use nanofarads as well, you have to be 
aware of the units; it may take more than a casual glance to tell 
whether a cap should be 10nf or 10uf. 


Now, I'm not saying that this reasoning is compelling; I haven't 
decided. Against it, there is the fact that using nanofarads means that 
you don't have to deal with those funny fractional values like .0068uf; 
6n8 is much easier to read. But I thought folks might like to know.

You can do pretty much anything you want when it comes to 
antennas, but somethings may result in low radiation 
efficiency. Your 4-foot top-loaded and 9-foot whips will 
have a very low radiation resistance, and will also 
present a high capacitive reactance at the feedpoint. The 
loss resistance of the return path will moderate this 
somewhat, and the short feedline to the radio will 
transform the complex impedance to some other value (Smith 
charts and such programs come in handy here). But realize 
that your K2 ATU may have to deal with high circulating 
currents that can further degrade efficency of the overall 
system. Then there is the possibility that the complex 
impedance may be outside of the K2's impedance match and 
transformation range. 


In almost all cases, it is better practice to deal with 
the complex impedance at the antenna through appropriate 
antenna loading and impedance matching, than to 
brute-force feed the system via the radio's internal 
tuner.

In 2000 I worked 122 countries using 5 watts or less to an attic dipole -- 
many of those contacts came in contests. (I even got some QSLs cards 

back -- 102). My antenna was bad -- just three dipoles made from some old 
speaker hookup wire cut to resonance on 10, 15 and 20m, fed with coax to a 
common feedpoint and tuned with an old Kenwood tuner. 


I'd recommend putting up the best antenna you can and get in this month's CQ 
WW DX contest -- its coming up in a couple weeks -- Nov 24-25. The exchange 
is simple 599 and your zone (here in VA we're zone 5 so its 59905). Program 
it into your TiCK Keyer.

I have a finished Stinger Singer Freq 
Counter that works great....so well 

in fact that I have ordered another. 

I need advice on interfacing it with a 
transceiver for use by a blind ham whose 
Ten-Tec frequency annunciator quit. 

She has an old Ten-Tec 540 (As do I for 
checking it out the method). 

Since she lives 300+ miles away, I want 
to have it set up pretty much fool proof 
when I send it, because I won't be there 
to check it out and troubleshoot. 


Here it works great with just a couple turns 
of insulated (not shielded) wire around the 
coax from the 540, as well as from a Scout 

I have attached to the same antenna via a 
switch. 


When I try the same thing with my OMNI V at 

a different operating position, I cannot pick 

up enough RF on the outside of the coax to 

get an accurate reading....they vary up and 

down and sometimes may have no relationship to the 
xmit freq. Since I have a good ground, etc., 


at the OMNI position, I am assuming it's 

just better set up to prevent rf radiation in 
the shack. I can pick rf up to activate it 
from the open wire from the tuner with one 
turn at that location, but not from the coax 
jumper. 


So what would be the best method to pick up 
transmit rf to activate the counter making 
sure enough would be sampled to give an 
accurate reading, but not too much to blow 
out the first ic in the counter?? 


I'm thinking about a loop (or just a wire) 
under the shield of a coax jumper to send 
along with the counter. Can I protect the 
front end with a couple of reversed diodes 
across it?? Coax is used at the station. 


Probably the "fine plastics" in the 540 
will assure success with just a couple 

turns around the coax, but I want to be 
certain before I send it!

I got a Yaesu FT-817 on Thursday of last week and must say that I've been 
having more fun with it than I've had in radio so far. Although its been 
all SSB, its still QRP and fun. Two things that I've learned from this list 
that make it possible to work with low power is A. LISTEN, LISTEN, LISTEN 
and - 2. Just Do It and -- B. try to get the best signal you can. (bad 


joke) 


Only made contacts with 10 states on the 15 or 17 meter bands and 1 contact 
with British Columbia. (haven't worked 40, 30, or 20 yet) I've only told 
folks my power level and rig after exchanging RST and standard data (name, 
QTH) and in all but one case have had good remarks from the others. (After 
answering my non-loud CQ one ham said that he hoped I wasn't one of those 


xkkkkkKK Grpers because he didn't like to mess with them.... after I told him 
I was only running 5 watts, he then said that he wouldn't qsl .... I thanked 
him, said that I was sending a QSL card anyway ..... and moved on.) 


Right now I'm using the FT-817 at 5 watts into an MFJ 941 tuner (Versa 
Tuner) to a Carolina Windom 80 at 35 feet in the middle and 20 feet high on 
the ends. A smaller tuner and a simple dipole for 40 meters and higher will 
probably go up soon. I'll make gradual improvements to the station as time 
goes by. After I put together a good battery pack and antenna (probably 
Hamstick type) on a camera tripod, then I'll be set for portable ops. Made 
contact with W3FF (California) and NOVZ(Colorado) - (may have the call wrong 
- I'm at work and not near my log. Both were Pedestrian Mobile at the time. 
Good signals for being PM. 


May use the 817 in the SSB ARRL sweeps this weekend. I'm no big time 
contester but after seeing my call and score in the results for the last 
sweeps that I was in, I got more excited. Not many entries from Oklahoma I 
guess. I hope there are more. 


Thanks to everyone for all posts --- they inform me, and make me think and 
push me to do more.

>How critical is this? 
Not very. Consider, an inverted L is just a 1/4 wave vertical, with the 
top portion of the vertical "bent". It's a compromise antenna. It 


recongises that we may not have a support that is 1/4 wave tall. 


Since most of the current flows in the lower part of the 1/4 wave wire, 
the Inverted L performs much the same. 


You should try to get as close to 90 degrees as you can, but a lessor 
angle will work OK.

Small whips can work ... 


I worked about 120 countries mobile - so far. I have two whips, both of them 
are stainless steel CB antennas from RS. The every day 80" whip ($18) works 
fine from 6M to 20M and somewhat on 40. The 102" antenna ($21) work well 
from 6M all the way down to 80M with good results. Well, good enough to 
check into 40M and 80M SSB nets all over the Western states and Colorado 
without getting too many comments about lacking signal strengh :-) 


The antenna is mounted on on a 2 foot pipe that comes from under the bumper 
and is fed by an ICOM AH-4 automatic long wire tuner. The tuner is also 
mounted on the same pipe as the antenna - outside the car! The feedline is 
only 2 inches long. So the whole setup looks like a endfed random wire 
sticking up in the air.

Since I have very good results with a 7' whip I would say that a 4' whip 
might work well from 10M to 20M. I have no doubt about it. Anything below 
20M might be tough, especially on QRP levels.

Although it bends back so far in 
the wind, he says he actually ‘speeds up' to go under bridges 
and hasn't hit one yet.) 


I know, I know, it's garbage, right? But then why would the same 
person who berates someone doing this turn right around and 
consider a small telescoping whip plugged in the back of his 

K2 sitting on the table? Isn't that even MORE of a compromise? 


Well, I was going to build the mobile antenna (it's actually about 
half done) that was in last April's QST, but in the mean time, I 
went to Radio Shack and for $25 (ouch!) picked up a fairly 
respectable size mag base with a 3/8-24 fitting. I'm going to 

just plug an old 4' whip into the thing and see how it works on 
various bands. The whip is ‘top loaded', so at worst case most 

of the length will appear as a straight wire, and I'll see how tough 
the K2 ATU really is. 


But the real test will be when I go to RS and pick up one of those 
9 foot whips and see how the K2 ATU pulls it in.

Mike, what you are looking at is a trade-off between convenience and 
performance. 


The ATU and 9 £t whip are very convenient to use. 


Unfortunately, Mother Nature decrees that most of the radiation from an 
antenna system comes from the area of highest current. And with the 
tuner/whip combination, that area is within the tuner in its (usually) 
metal case, grounded to the car body in a mobile installation. Not a very 
promising combination, but as others report "it works." 


The trick to efficient short antenna performance is to get the current 
maximum for the system as high up in the air as possible. That usually 
entails either a loading coil or top-hat loading or both. Experience and 
theory confirm that a center mounted loading coil is usually the best 
tradeoff for efficiency. The lower on the antenna the coil is mounted, the 
smaller the coil need be, but also the current is maximum at the coil and 
below and decreases toward the top of the whip. Bottom-loading uses the 
smallest coil but at the location of highest current. 


Of course, on 10 meters the whip can be made self-resonant by adjusting its 
length. The current maximum is at the base of the whip and then decreases 
in the manner of a cosine towards to top where it is zero. On other bands, 
some degree of loading is required, either on/at the actual antenna or 


elsewhere to transform its driving point impedance to something the 
transmitter can handle and to make a transition to coax to run to the 
transmitter. 


With a center coil, the coil is larger and has more I42*R loss, but the 
current is pretty uniform from the base to the coil and then decreases 
above the coil. So more of the actual whip is radiating, although it is the 
lower part which is usually nearest the vehicle in a mobile setup. 


Probably the worst scenario is to put the coil in a box, frequently in the 
trunk, and connect it with a short wire to the whip base. This places the 
current maximum in the box/trunk. 


So, any of these designs will work, but some work much better than others. 
The decision is between convenience and performance. 


I have used the infamous Hustler masts and resonators for over 30 years now 
and find that they are an acceptable compromise with their essentially 
center-loading design. 

The inconvenience is having to change the resonator for each band, but I 
have three on a single mast which covers three bands with no switching or 
manual changing. Hustlers use a fairly lossy wire in their resonantors to 
broad-band the antenna and to raise the input impedance to near 50 ohms to 
match coax directly.

Try a peace of 300 ohm lead aprox. 3/8 wave length long. 

Short it at what will be the top end. At the other end connect the center 
conductor of your coax to one of the wires. outer conductor to ground. Trim 
off aprox 6" of the bottom half of the twin lead that you aren't using. ( 
trim this to the highest noise on your receiver after we get it up.) 


Now to raise it. There is a lot of ways to do that. but they all have one 
thing in common Tie a 50 or 60 pound test fishing line to the Twin lead 
where you hooked both halves together. You can throw this line over a tree, 
house, or any thing that will get the antenna up at least to a 45 degree 
angle. (remember to keep the outer shield of the coax grounded). The way I 
like to raise the antenna is on a cane pole or better yet on a West Bend 
collapsible fishing pole. ( the 20' one slides down to about 3'). The pole 
doesn't have to be the full length of the wire. 6 to 8 feet will work just 
fine. You tie the end with the fishing line on the top of pole and just let 
the rest wrap around the pole. Try not to rap the antenna over it's self, 
also try to have most of the raps near the top of the pole. 


With a little work you can trim this very close to 1:1. 
Good luck, I hope this thought is of some good to you.
